SIR :—In compliance with the provisions of law, I have the honor 
herewith to submit the following report of the condition of the State 
Library, together with an appendix to the Library Catalogue publish- 
ed in 1881. 

This appendix contains books that have been added to the library 
since last report; including those purchased, as well as those received 
by exchange from States. 

This general system of exchange between states, of Supremo Court 
Reports, Session Acts, &c. is kept up, and by this means valuable ad- 
ditions are being made to the Library. 

The Legislature, in special session last spring by an act, appropri- 
ting one thousand dollars for the purchase of Law Books for the State 
Library, gave very decided assistance in partially supplying its 
wants. This sum has been expended under the direction of the 
' Court, as provided. 

By this appropriation we have been enabled to supply the court 
with the new series of English Law Reports, so long needed, which, 
with several volumes On hand, and the recent purchase of sixty- 
seven additional numbers, make a complete set of that class of re- 
ports up to 1881. 

Have also purchased the latest revised edition of United States Di- 
gest of First and New Series, together witb United States Supreme 
and Circuit Court Reports.

Added to above, there have been bought a number of text-books of 
latest editions. ii 

By far the greater number of these last-named class of books now 
in the library are very old editions, many of them dating back twenty 
and thirty years, consequently they are of but little value as com- 
pared with the latest revised editions of similar works, and the cogrt 
is frequently retarted in its progress for want of books actually nec- 
essary for a proper and speedy rendition of its decisions. It is hoped, 
therefore, that a further appropriation of five hundred dollars will be 
made by the Legislature to enable the court to make further needed 
purchases of late publications, making at the same time provision for 
the wants of the library, during the two years preceding the next 
session of the Legislature. 

The condition of the books in the library is good, although from 
long usage some of the older State and other reports have become 
badly worn, and will soon need rebinding. 

The rules for the government of the State Library are, as far as 
possible, strictly enforced, andI take pleasurein acknowledging the 
support received, in this very difficult undertaking, from the State 
officers and her Supreme Court Judges, as well as from tbe bar of the 
city of Wheeling.
